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Hall loan may spark 
rise in Council Tax 


A £1 MILLION project 
to refurbish New¬ 
market’s main hall is 
set to go ahead next 
year. 

But repayments on a 
£500,000 loan towards the 
work at the Memorial Hall 
could push up Council Tax 
demands. 

The long-awaited scheme to 
improve the historic High Street 
hall is intended to make it more 
attractive and make the town 
council’s offices more accessible. 

Newmarket Town Council 
“inherited” the hall, built about a 
century ago to commemorate 
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King Edward VII, shortly after it 
was set up more than eight years 
ago and talks about improving 
the building have been going on 
since then. 

The scheme suffered a set-back 
earlier this year when a bid for 
lottery cash was turned down. 

But now the council is hoping 
that half the money needed to 
pay for the work will be provided 
by a, so far unnamed, funder. 

The council will be taking out 
a loan for the other half of the 
cash. 

An application for planning 


permission has been lodged with 
Forest Heath District Council, 
the planning authority, and work 
could start next summer if the 
necessary approval and funding 
comes forward. 

Cllr Chris Turner, the mayor, 
said: “We’re trying to move the 
project forward.” 

The scheme will include 
moving the town council’s offices 
from upstairs in the building to 
the foyer which will be extended. 

There will also be a two-storey 
side extension to provide a new 
kitchen and bar area. New toilets 
are planned as well as a new 
heating system, a lift and 
changes to the council’s meeting 
chamber and the creation of a 
committee room. 


Cllr Turner said: “We want to 
make the town council more 
accessible to residents. It’s 
something we see as important. 

“We feel that having a really 
good hall will be an asset to the 
town.” 

He said the council’s precept - 
its share of the Council Tax - 
would be higher than last year. 
But the figure was unlikely to be 
settled until the end of January. 

“We know that life is 
uncomfortable financially for 
some people and the increase 
will be the lowest we can get it. 

“Our precept is far lower than 
other towns in the region. I think 
we are good value.”

Town snarl-up as traffic lights fail 


COUNTY council roads chiefs 
have apologised after traffic lights 
went wrong causing Newmarket 
to snarl up. 

Traffic in the town centre came 
to a halt on Friday afternoon with 
shoppers “trapped” in the Wait- 
rose supermarket car park for 
more than half an hour. 

Some minor collisions also 
added to the chaos. 

Suffolk County Council 
contractors were due to carry out 
further work on the traffic lights 
in Fred Archer Way and Fordham 


Road yesterday in a bid to provide 
a permanent solution for the 
problem. 

The council was alerted by the 
manager at Waitrose when cust¬ 
omers were unable to get out of 
the store’s car park. 

A county council spokeswoman 
said the lights sequencing was 
adjusted remotely to help clear the 
tailbacks and police were called to 
help get the traffic moving. 

A council contractor was 
analysing the problem on 
Saturday. 


“We are looking at what went 
wrong and what we can do to 
prevent it from happening again,” 
said a council spokeswoman. 

She said it was a “technical 
problem” with the lights. 

The lights and road layout have 
been changed as part of the first 
phase of the controversial £600,000 
revamp of the town’s Clocktower 
road junction and surrounding 
roads. 

The second phase - involving 
the Clocktower junction itself - is 
due to start in January. 


Woman has

Driller is 
fined &10k 
for aircraft 
fuel leak 

A CONTRACTOR has been fined £10,000 
for causing thousands of gallons of 
aircraft fuel to leak from an under¬ 
ground pipeline. 

Roy Clarke, 59, was working at the 
Mildenhall US Air Force base when he 
accidentally drilled into the pipe 
resulting in nearly 40,000 gallons of jet 
fuel soaking into the ground. 

The leak threatened water supplies to 
thousands of homes in the Ely area and 
a clean-up operation has so far cost 
£ 100 , 000 . 

Work to remove the fuel from 
underground water sources is 
continuing more than 18 months after 
the leak happened. 

Clarke, of Diss, Norfolk, who trades as 
Underground Solutions, was called in to 
drill under a taxi-way at the base by 
main contractors T Clarke (Midlands) 
Ltd. 

He admitted causing “poisonous, 
noxious or polluting” matter to enter 
groundwater around April 20,2007. 

In addition to the fine, he was ordered 
to pay costs of £3,865 to the Environment 
Agency which brought the prosecution. 

Mark Watson, prosecuting at Bury St 
Edmunds Magistrates’ Court, said the 
leak continued for “several hours” 
before the alarm was raised. 

He said that so far between 4,000 and 
5,000 gallons of fuel had been recovered. 

“There are continual checks to locate 
and separate the fuel in the aquifer,” he 
said. 

Neil Saunders, defence lawyer, said 
Clarke could not pay the fine 
immediately. But he said he was in the 
process of selling his home which had 
dropped in value by around £90,000 to 
about £370,000. 

District Judge David Cooper said: 
“This was a major incident.” 

He said the maximum fine of £20,000 
was being reduced due to Clarke’s 
admission of the offence and his co¬ 
operation with the prosecution. 

He ordered Clarke to return to court 
on December 17 if he had not paid the 
fine and costs by that date. 


Town swimming pool 
will open in January 


A LONG-awaited new 
swimming pool is due 
to open in January 
more than three years 
after work started. 

The new pool at New¬ 
market, which has been built 
as part of an extension to the 
town’s leisure centre, has 
been dogged by controversy 
over delays and rising costs - 
believed to be around £14 
million from an original 
estimate of just over £8 
million. 

Now bosses from Forest 
Heath District Council, 
which owns the building, and 
Anglia Community Leisure, 
which will run the new 
facility, have said they hope 
to open it to the public in 
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January The actual date has 
yet to be announced. 

But they have set a date for 
the closure of the town’s 
present pool which dates 
from 1936. 

The High Street pool, 
originally an outdoor pool, 
will finally close on 
December 12. 

Cllr Geoffrey Jaggard, 
council leader, said: “The 
pool has served the town well 
but has been showing its age 
in recent years. The swim¬ 
ming pools in the New¬ 
market Leisure Centre are 
built for the 21st Century and 
are a magnificent facility” 


The leisure centre, in 
Exning Road, will close on 
December 7 to allow time for 
the staff to be fully trained to 
operate the new facilities 
including the pools. 

Testing and other prepara¬ 
tory work will be carried out 
at the same time. 

Richard Balfe, chairman of 
Anglia Community Leisure, 
will host a preview of the 
new facilities for 100 
customers on December 19 
and other previews are 
planned before the opening 
date. 

Newmarket Rotary Club 
and swimming clubs will 
host a charity Swimalong on 
January 3 - the first event at 
the new pool. Full public 
programme details, opening 


dates and times will be 
announced shortly 

Cllr Jaggard said: “It has 
been a frustratingly long 
time coming, but I’m sure 
when residents visit the 
Newmarket Leisure Centre 
they will appreciate just 
what a superb place it is.” 

Mr Balfe said: “We’re now 
down to the last leg of our 
work towards opening and 
the finishing touches are 
being put in place. 

“All the staff are excited 
that the project is nearing 
completion and we’re 
looking forward to a January 
opening when we will 
welcome customers to this 
fantastic new facility for 
Forest Heath.”

WORK on improv¬ 
ing a “killer” stretch 
of road will start 18 
months sooner than 
previously sched¬ 
uled. 

Campaigners are cele¬ 
brating after Geoff Hoon, 
the Transport Secretary, 
announced that work on 
the nine-mile single 
carriageway section of 
the All would now start 
in 2010. 

The £130 million 
scheme will see the 
conversion of the road 
between the Fiveways 
roundabout at Barton 
Mills and Thetford into a 
dual carriageway - the 
last piece of the All to be 
dualled. 

Richard Spring, West 
Suffolk MP, has been 
pressing the government 
to bring forward the 
work to stop the carnage 
on the road which has 
been the scene of 
numerous deaths and 
serious injuries. 

Mr Hoon said the work 
could now start in two 
years’ time - subject to 
the necessary planning 
approvals and legal 
processes - which could 
see the new dual 
carriageway ready for 
use by early 2013 - 18 
months earlier than the 
previous timetable. 

Mr Hoon said on 
Monday: “The Govern-

ment is committed to 
bringing forward infra¬ 
structure investment 
wherever possible, so I 
am pleased to confirm 
that today I have asked 
the Highways Agency to 
work towards delivering 
this much-needed 

scheme to dual the last 
single carriageway 
stretch of the All at the 
earliest opportunity - 
subject to the outcome of 
statutory planning and 
order making processes. 

“Bringing the start of 
works forward to Aut¬ 
umn 2010 would mean 
road users would benefit 
from the improvements 
around 18 months earlier 
than originally planned. 

“It will also provide 
better value for money, 
costing around £8 million 


less than it would to start 
work in 2012/13. This 
scheme confirms the 
Government’s commit¬ 
ment to delivering 
transport improvements 
to the East of England.”

Clampdown nets 400 New Year

NEARLY 400 motorists have 
been caught driving 
without a seat belt in the 
past two months. 

Police in Suffolk are 
staging a major clamp¬ 
down on motoring offences 
in a bid to reduce the 
numbers of people killed or 
seriously injured on the 
county’s roads. 

Across the county since 
September 1, a total of 2,165 
traffic offences have been 
dealt with by fixed penalty 
or reports for court 
summonses. 

In the west of the county, 
which includes Newmarket, 
Mildenhall and Haverhill, 
the total for the same 
period is 869. 

Seat belt offences were 
the most numerous with 


speeding the next most 
numerous offence with 337 
offences recorded. 

Mobile phone offences 
totalled 120 and seven 
vehicles were seized when 
the owners did not have 
insurance. Seven people 
were arrested for drink¬ 
driving or driving while 
disqualified. 

Across the county the 
number of people seriously 
injured in road crashes has 
risen to more than 300 in 
the period from January to 
November. Last year there 
were 219 serious injuries on 
the county’s roads in the 
same period. 

The number of road 
deaths has reduced to 26 - 
from 28 last year in the 
same period.

As an alumni of the school, I am obliged 
to offer some words in opposition to the 
proposal. I feel obliged because St Felix 
gave me so much. 

It goes without saying that St Felix has 
consistently proven itself an institution 
that excels at teaching. Without the firm 
foundation of skill and knowledge with 
which St Felix equipped me, I would not 
have been able to make the most of my 
academic abilities. 

Taking a moment out of a day spent 
working on my PhD in modernist 
literature, I realise I can trace my love of 
scholarship back to the supportive and 
encouraging environment of my middle 
school. It was there that I was first 
encouraged to read widely and write 


confidently. It was there that my passion 
for the written word was identified. 

The excellent learning environment 
provided by St Felix School is, of course, 
attributable to the dedication and 
expertise of the staff. However, it is my 
feeling that the tertiary education system 
has helped this school to flourish. 

Moving straight from my small village 
primary school into Newmarket Upper 
School would have had an adverse effect 
on both my happiness and education. St 
Felix was the perfect bridge between my 
primary and upper schools - an 
appropriate size, with an appropriate 
range of ages. 

At St Felix I was offered the individual 
attention I needed to develop confidence 
in my abilities and myself. I feel it was an 
incredible advantage to be in a situation 
where, by virtue of the age range of my 


peers, I was pushed to succeed but 
never once intimidated. 

Apart from many fond memories, St Felix 
equipped me with a basis on which I 
have been able to begin to build a career 
in academia. My successes would have 
been impossible without the enthusiasm, 
ambition and self-belief that were 
developed during my years at St Felix.

Please attend key 
meeting and fight 
two-tier system 


Sir, Since October 13 a 
number of Newmarket 
Schools Organisation 
Review (SOR) meetings 
have taken place in the 
Newmarket area. Officers 
from Suffolk County 
Council attended to give 
a presentation on the 
next stage of review and 
presented the “option” 
proposed within the SOR 
review document. This, 
on every occasion, was 
met with some stiff 
questions from parents, 
staff, governors and 
parish councillors alike. 
The option was presented 
very much as a fait 
accompli in terms of 
abolishing the three-tier 
system in the area and it 
was pointed out that 
parents had had an 
opportunity to air their 
views prior to the cabinet 
taking this decision. It 
was suggested, at least in 
one meeting, that parents 
and Newmarket Town 
Council had aired their 
views however these 
views had been ignored. 
The council 
representatives had no 
comments to make on 
this point. 

One suggestion that was 
made by the county 
council chair of the 
Moulton meeting was that 
a well-balanced letter 
would have more impact 
than petitions and the 
like. We therefore urge 
everyone to put pen to 
paper in support of the 
three tier system so that 
we at least have a fighting 
chance of retaining our 
excellent middle schools. 


The next key meeting 
takes place for St Felix at 
Newmarket College on 
November 26 at 7.30pm, 
so if you’re free please go 
along and have your say. 
This includes residents in 
the locality of St Felix 
who may not have 
children in the system, 
but who will inevitably be 
affected should the 
school close. It does not 
take a great deal of 
imagination to guess 
what will happen to the 
land on the St Felix site, 
which may in all likelihood 
turn into either a 
residential or commercial 
development. In fact the 
potential to turn this site 
into another retail site to 
link with the existing 
Tesco and Homebase 
sites could have a 
colossal impact on 
business in Newmarket 
town centre itself. 

The consultation phase 
ends on December 15 
2008, so we must 
continue to make our 
views known until that 
date (and possibly 
beyond).

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Redevelopment at 
Sheikh’s stables 


STABLES owned by Sheikh 
Mohammed, ruler of Dubai, are set to 
undergo a major redevelopment. 

The work, expected to cost several 
million pounds, will see Gainsborough 
Stables in Newmarket’s Hamilton Road 
demolished and rebuilt. 

An application for planning permission 
has just been submitted by the Sheikh’s 
Darley Stud Management Company. 
The scheme involves demolishing 
existing American barns used for 
stabling as well as offices, an owner’s 
house and a staff bungalow together 
with other buildings. 

The stables, built in the late 1970s or 
early 1980s, were previously owned by 
the Sheikh’s brother, Sheikh Maktoum, 
who died nearly three years ago. 

Trainer Ed Dunlop, whose top horses 
include multiple race and award winner 
Ouija Board, has trained at 
Gainsborough Stables for 14 years and 
is due to move to La Grange Stables in 
the town in time for the start of next

The redevelopment will create three 
traditional stable yards with space for 
33 horses in each - slightly fewer 
horses than at present. 

The rebuilt stables will be used by 
Darley’s pre-training operation which 
prepares young horses for racing. 

The operation currently leases nearby 
stables in Hamilton Road which the new 
stables will replace. 

A design and access statement 
submitted to Forest Heath District 
Council explains that the owner, Sheikh 
Mohammed, had particularly asked for 
the new stables to have three yards. 

It is said to reflect current thinking in

horseracing which appear to be 
reversing a previous trend toward 
American-style barns to contain the 
stables. 

The barns are said to be going out of 
favour because of bad ventilation, 
drainage problems and high 
maintenance costs due to the high roof 
of the barn. There are also issues 
concerned with the spread of disease. 
The scheme, subject to approval by the 
district council, is the latest major 
development by the Sheikh, who owns 
around 4,000 acres of stud farms south 
of Newmarket as well as stables in the 
town through his Godoiphin Racing 
organisation.

BUS passengers will soon be 
able use a “smartcard” travel 
scheme. 

It will soon be possible for Cam¬ 
bridgeshire customers to put pre-paid 
credit on their own card and “touch 
in” when they get on a bus, as with the 
Oyster card system which has been 
highly successful across London’s 
transport network. 

New machines fitted in Cambridge 
last weekend will be able to take the 
cards, and similar work will be carried 
out in Huntingdon this weekend. 

Conventional tickets will still be 
available. 

Passengers will be able to top up 
their account online, on the bus, by 
direct debit, or in travel centres, and 
although only multi-trip passes such 
as Stagecoach’s Megarider will be 
available at first, a “pay-as-you-go” 
format could follow. 

Stagecoach will carry out trials at 
the start of next year and introduce 
the scheme across the county when the 
guided busway opens - which is 
expected to be sometime in spring. 

Andy Campbell, managing director 
of Stagecoach Cambridgeshire, said 
smartcards would make travel quicker 
and simpler. 

He said: “The biggest benefit is the 
ease of using it. You can just keep the 


card and top it up as and when you use 
it. Hopefully you will be able to use 
direct debit, so you will have a ‘bus 
pass for life’.” 

Pensioners will be able to have their 
free bus pass loaded onto a card. 

Cambridgeshire has been selected as 
the first area outside London to trial 
smartcards on buses. An experiment 
for trains is being carried out in the 
South West of England. 

Whippet Coaches, which mainly 
covers the Huntingdonshire area, has 
also been in touch with Cambridge¬ 


shire County Council about the 
scheme. 

Paul Nelson, the council’s public 
transport manager, said: “We have 
been approached by bus operators who 
run buses throughout the county 
about introducing a smartcard ticket¬ 
ing service. 

“We are really keen to bring these 
new initiatives to the county and will 
be working with operators in the next 
few months to see what we can do to 
make travelling on public transport in 
Cambridgeshire faster and easier. 


22 per cent hike 
in jobless figures 


THE number of people out 
of work in Cambridge¬ 
shire has risen sharply - 
with a 22 per cent increase 
in people claiming unemp¬ 
loyment benefits in a year. 

Cambridgeshire County 
Council has confirmed 
that nearly 1,000 more 
people are claiming job¬ 
seekers’ allowance in the 
county than a year ago. 

In October last year 
4,451 people were claiming 
the benefit, but by last 
month that figure had 
soared to 5,435. 

The council also says its 
latest figures show that in 
the last three months four 
major Cambridgeshire 
employers have shed more 
than 250 jobs - bringing 
the total job losses to 
nearly 750 since April. 

And figures released by 
the Government last week 
show the East of England 
has lost more than 5,000 
jobs, and 140,000 people 
are out of work - about 4.8 
per cent of the active 
workforce. 

However, John Bridge, 
chief executive of Cam¬ 
bridgeshire Chambers of 
Commerce, says while the 
figures may seem alarm¬ 
ing, he believes the area is 
weathering the credit 
crunch better than other 
parts of the UK. 

Mr Bridge said: “Cam¬ 


bridgeshire, of course 
includes the Fenland area, 
so it’s difficult to predict 
exactly where the job 
losses are coming from. 

“There are lots of diff¬ 
erent economies in the 
county and in some parts, 
often in the city itself, 
employers are still strugg¬ 
ling to find employees of 
the right quality, although 
they are telling us they are 
getting more applications 
for jobs. 

“Clearly there are 
people being impacted by 
the downturn and there 
are pockets of severe 
difficulty, but there are 
new jobs coming what 
with Phillips and Kodak 
coming to the area with 
their research depart¬ 
ments.” 

He said it was a 
challenging environment 
and he expected more 
unemployment in the 
coming months. 

Cllr Jill Tuck, leader of 
the county council, said: 
“We believe that Cam¬ 
bridgeshire is potentially 
well placed to weather the 
economic storm, but we 
want to reassure the local 
community that we are 
doing everything we can 
to ensure the county’s 
economy remains buoyant 
and vibrant.”

drug raids in towns

During a raid on a property 
in High Street, Mildenhall, 
officers seized cannabis and 
computer equipment. 

Two men from Mildenhall, 
aged 18 and 42, were arrested 
on suspicion of possession of 
cannabis with intent to supply.

St Edmunds Police Station on 
December 4.

FOCUS ON BURWELL 



RESIDENTS MEETING ADDRESSES ASB 

Ninety residents attended a Public Meeting at the Burwell Village College Primary School, on the evening 
of Thursday 06 November. 

The meeting was called to give residents the opportunity to have their say about anti social behaviour 
(ASB) in the village. Anti social behaviour had been raised at recent Neighbourhood Panel meetings 
and the meeting provided an opportunity to explore the issues in more detail. A Panel made up of 
representatives from Police, County and District Councils, the Parish Council, Sanctuary Hereward and 
local MP James Paice listened to the views of residents and local councillors. Many issues were raised 
including levels of policing and their response times to incidents and the lack of facilities for young people. 
A group of young people from the village were in the audience, and said that if they had better facilities 
then they wouldn’t always be hanging around on the streets’. 

John Fuller, Community Engagement Manager for Cambridgeshire Constabulary who chaired the 
meeting, drew two main findings from the evening. He said: “There is a need to build up the confidence of 
local people to report incidents and to provide information that will support the Police and other partners 
in taking positive action against those responsible”. 

“There is also a pressing need for dialogue between the senior community representatives and the 
community’s younger members”. 

The Agencies will now develop an Action Plan to address the issues. One obvious requirement from the 
meeting is that there is a need for the community to engage with young people. The message needs 
to be clearly conveyed and understood by those responsible for committing ASB that their behaviour is 
unacceptable and will not be tolerated. At the same time, young people need to be involved in identifying 
solutions and not treated as ‘problems’ just because of their presence on the street. 

Parish Council Leader Joan Lonsdale said: “It was good to have the meeting: it served a purpose in 
giving residents the opportunity to voice their opinions, and I was impressed that a group of young people 
attended to put their point of view”. 

“It must have been quite intimidating for them to stand up at the meeting when there was such a strength 
of feeling in the audience, and that showed we can all work together to improve our life in the village”.

What is anti social 
behaviour (ASB)? 

A legal definition of anti-social behaviour is 
found in the Crime and Disorder Act 1998. The 
Act describes anti-social behaviour as ‘acting in 
an anti-social manner as a manner that caused 
or was likely to cause harassment, alarm or 
distress to one or more persons not of the same 
household’ as the perpetrator. 


Some Examples of ASB 
include: 

Nuisance neighbours 

Yobbish behaviour and intimidating groups 
taking over public spaces 
Vandalism, graffiti and fly-posting 
People dealing and buying drugs on the 
street 

People dumping rubbish and abandoned cars 
Reckless driving of mini-motorbikes. 


FOCUS ON YOUNG PEOPLE 

Members of the Cambridgeshire County Council Locality Team will be taking to the streets of Burwell during the 
autumn to find out young peoples' views on te issues in the village - by talking to the young people themselves. 

It is hoped this will result in a more structured approach from the Agencies concerned with anti-social behaviour in 
the village, by working with the young people to get to the root of the problem. 

The Fen land Elite bus is also due to be coming into the village everyTuesday from November. This is a mobile youth 
facility kitted out and staffed to give young people in the village somewhere positive to go and 'hang out'. For details 
of where the bus will be, please contact Lorraine Lofting - Locality Manager - on 01353 612800.

Emergencies or crimes in progress should be reported using the 
emergency number 999. 

Any other non-emergency incidents, including anti-social behaviour, 
should be reported to the Police Service Centre on 0845 456 456 4. 

By reporting these incidents to the Centre it helps the Police build up 
a picture of what is happening in your area, and respond accordingly. You should report anti-social behaviour 
incidents every time they occur. If the problem continues, and you do not report any further incidents, the 
issue may be regarded as an isolated incident - rather than an ongoing problem.

To report an incident 
that is the question

Please 
do not report people simply ‘hanging around 
the streets’ unless their behaviour is abusive 
or threatening. Please only report incidents 
where a person or persons are demonstrating 
some of the examples of ASB listed at the 
start of this article.

Sentence cut for driver 
who mowed down teens 


A DRUNK driver who 
severely injured two 
teenagers has had his 
jail sentence overturned 
by top judges. 

Daniel Vickers, 32, a security 
officer of Churchill Court, 
Newmarket, was double the 
drink-driving limit and had no 
licence or insurance when he 
drove his boss’s 4x4 vehicle 
over a roundabout in Fordham 
in July last year. 

He severely injured Andrew 


Grove, 15, and Louis Haley, 16, 
who had been resting on the 
roundabout, and reversed back 
over Andrew 

Louis’ injuries included 
serious brain damage which 
left him on a life support 
machine and led to him 
missing a year of college. 

Andrew now has to sleep 
sitting up after being left with 
a blood clot on the brain and a 
separation of the bones in his 
neck. 

Vickers was sentenced to 


indefinite imprisonment for 
public protection (IPP) at 
Cambridge Crown Court on 
April 22 this year after 
pleading guilty to dangerous 
driving, arson and a count of 
fraud. 

But Lord Justice Moore- 
Bick, sitting with Mr Justice 
Beatson and Judge Peter 
Jacobs at London’s Appeal 
Court, quashed the open-ended 
sentence and replaced it with a 
conventional four-year jail 
term. 


Winter vomiting virus closes ward 


A HOSPITAL ward 
has been closed to 
new admissions after 
an outbreak of the 
winter vomiting 
virus. 

Ward G4 at West 
Suffolk Hospital, Bury 
St Edmunds - one of 
two that takes 
patients with acute 
medical conditions - 
has been closed since 


last week. 

The hospital, which 
takes patients from all 
over West Suffolk 
including Newmarket, 
Mildenhall and Haver¬ 
hill, has confirmed 
that 11 patients are 
showing signs of 
diarrhoea and vomit¬ 
ing. 

The affected pa¬ 
tients have been isola¬ 


ted in three bays in 
the ward. 

Hospital bosses 
have warned visitors 
who have been unwell 
to stay away until 
they are better. 

Other visitors are 
being advised to wash 
their hands thorough¬ 
ly with soap and 
water. 

Norovirus, which is 


often known as winter 
vomiting virus, 
affects hundreds of 
people in the com¬ 
munity each year. 

Sufferers get bouts 
of diarrhoea and 
vomiting which last 
for one or two days, 
but may remain 
contagious even after 
they start feeling 
better.

Seeing the light in a 
Big Brother bus trip

EVEN if you’re one of 
Britain’s biggest rock bands 
there’s still room for the 
nerves to kick in each time 
you release a new album. 
Despite the notorious swagger 
and self-confidence of their lead 
singer Johnny Borrell, the other 
members of indie kings Razorlight 
are a little more insecure. 

When Freetime caught up with 
guitarist Bjorn Agren he was 
awaiting the release of their third 
album Slipway Fires. Was he 
excited or nervous, we asked. 
“Both, but mainly nervous,” he 
admits. “You work so hard on an 
album and you get so caught up 
in it. The trick is to not think about 
what other people will think and to 
just forge ahead and make an 
album you think is really good, 
something which when you look 
back on it you can’t quite believe 
that you actually did it. 

“I do read reviews but we all think 
it’s really good and we’re really 
proud of it and that’s the only 
thing you need to know. However 
I’m still super nervous about what 
people are going to think of it.” 

A week later he had his answer. 
The album was a hit with the fans

going straight in at number four in 
the album charts but the critics 
had a field day with the NME 
branding it “utter, utter cobblers”. 
But Bjorn’s take on the new album 
is that it will take the listeners a 
little more time to appreciate than 
their previous efforts. 

“I guess subconsciously we felt 
we had gained the confidence to 
make an album that draws you in 
rather than attacks you. 

“We don’t start with a battle plan 
and say the album’s going to be 


like this or like that, there’s no 
grand concept. With the last 
album, although it wasn’t said out 
loud, there was a feeling that we 
have to prove it wasn’t just a fluke 
the first time round and the 
success wasn’t just because we 
have a singer who is very 
quotable, it’s actually because 
we’re a good band.” 

As soon as the album hit the 
shops, the band set out on tour. 
“Touring is such a weird thing 
because all venues look pretty 
much the same on the inside and 
you’re on your tourbus for most of 
the rest of the time with the same 
people so you have this sensation 
of constantly moving and never 
moving,” Bjorn muses. 

“Every day is exactly the same 
but you’re in a different venue in a 
different town, I think you could 
quite easily go very insane as it’s 
so weird. A tourbus is basically 
like the Big Brother house on 
wheels but without the cameras. 
“When you’re on tour the only 
thing you really care about is the 
gig, that hour and a half of the 
day. Everything else is in 
anticipation for that time when 
you go on stage and do what 
you’re there to do.”
